The capital sum of three hundred dollars to be paid to 
J B Smith for his triangular lot bounded by the high- 
ways from Conway Village to the Saco River bridge and 
the Swift River bridge respectively and the lot on 
which the said Smith is\now building his new ladder 
shop Smith to reserve a driveway only between his new 
building and the lot ag above described 


Smith to remove the red shop The hay scales and all his 
other property from the lot and to convey the said lot 
to the copartners bya sound and perfect title 


4 The copartners to submit to an assessment of not more 
than five dollars apiece and to donate the aggregate 
sum of this assessment to fencing grading and grassing 
the lot and to the planting of a sufficient number of 
shade trees to transform the said lot to a pleasant 
Park Future assessments to be agreed upon by the 
copartners 


5 The copartners to maintain the said lot as a public 
park until such time as the business interests of 
this village demand it for use for a block of stores 
or other business purposes when it may be sold by 
agreement of the copartners each copartner agreeing 
to sell it if a two thirds majority of the owners
